A Thirteen- Year-Old Oirl Prepare« 
for an Elopement

No ex|>ense or care has been 
spared to secure for her the best 
possible educational advantages.

"A tunnel under thi Straits of Dover is 
absolutely practicable, in my judgment, and 
that was the opinion I expressed to Sir Ed- 
ward Watkin, the manager of the Great) 
Eastern Railroad, who is one of the promi- 
nent English promotors of the scheme. Al- 
ready the preliminary borings have be/ n 
mad« for a distance of a mile and a half on 
the English side and a mile and throe-quar- 
ters on the French side. From the nature of 
these borings it is evident that no serious 
Dbstacle to the construction of the 
tunnel may be feared. As you 
know, however, ail obstacle has arisen 
which even science cannot prevail against. 
The English nation, speaking through Parlia- 
ment has decided that no tunnel may be made 
connect two nations. Th.y refused the 
power to proceed with tho work when it was 
formally applied for, and there the matter 
rests. It seems to me that tho fears enter- 
tained of the tunnel ever being used disad- 
Fantageously to England in case of hostilities 
ire in founded."

Two GirU, Aged Twelve aud Four- 
teen, Kill a Little Half Brother. 



An Old Gentleman Murdered by Tnre* 
Young N««ro(« In Texas-A My«« 
Hftoll Attempt al t lilll hW 
tlou In WUromlp. 



Lawrence, Km., Sept 2fl. — A ten-ibis 
story comes from near Ottawa, Franklin 
County. A six-year-old child of a farmer, 
James Waterma-i, half-brother to two girls, 
Carrie and Bessfe, twelve and fourteen years 
old, was Mouday evidently deliberately mur- 
dered by them. The mother being dead the 
children were left at home alone. A rope had 
been tied about the child's neck and it 
dragged about until dead, the head, through 
the cutting of the rope, being nearly severed 
from the body. At the Coroner's inquest 
yesterday the girls said they hated the boy 
aud wanted him dead, ever since their mother 
fold him ht was but a half-brother. The 
whole details as related were horrible to hear. 
They are both held for murder. 

Prospective Lynching. 

MaRLIN, Tex., Sept. 25 .— jf. a point seven 
miles west of town, Monday Mght, Cornelius 
Cisco, a well-to-do old man, »«ras set upon by 
three negro bos's, who struck Him on the back 
of the head with a large club, crushing his 
skull. They then robbed him of the few 
dollars he had with him. A Sheriff's posse 
started in pursuit of the negroes, and yester- 
day overtook Miles Bass, Frank Johnson and 
George Bailey, aged respectively twenty, 
saveuteen and fifteen years. They were 
brought to Martin and lodged in jail last 
night. Feeling runs high over the crime, and 
if the old man dies, the negroes will undoubt- 
edly be lyiu-lied. Cisco has not spoken since 
he was found and the physicians believe he 
will die. Lust night mounted men were hur- 
rying about the outskirts of town, evidently 
preparing for swift work when news o<*
